B^'st Time Ever Made on a Grass Course in America 
— Penarris Wins the Handicap for Two- 
year-olds — Cottontown Scores. 



New York, Septeml*er 7.— Barney S<‘hreil>er’s l»ril- 
liaiit Iliree-year-oKl, Nenlon, l>y Ssiln. out of Sister 
Josephine, addetl immensely to his laurels to«lay 
hy winnintr the Turf Ilandieap, the Coney Island 
.Toekey Chib’s annual mile and a quarter li\ture over 
the grass course in re<*ord time of 2:0.5?. Behind 
him were some of the best in the handi<*ap division 
on the metro}>olitan tracks. The Missonri-breil colt 
carrieil a stalde commission wagered at 7 to 1 and 
Mr. Schreiher's winnings are said to have exceeded 
.$1.5,000. From a time standpoint the race was 
sui*erlatlvely fast, lowing the track record of 2:06i, 
lield hy Star Bright, three-fifths of a se<*ond. From 
tlic first strides in the race Nealon was alw.a.vs in 
forward contention. He pursued the lightlv weighted 
]»:iciunaker cl<*sel.v and releutlessl.v and when callwl 
upon, passe<l him on the last turn as if lie was 
anclioreil. Drawing out into a commanding lead in 
the stretch he' was striding home in leisurely fash- 
ion, when he was suddenly called iqion to withstand 
Outcome’s ele<*trical end rush. He respemded gamely 
and won out liohling his owm. It was the best race 
in the history of grass racing in this country. 

Second to the Turf Handicap in interest and im- 
IKirtan<>e was the handicap for two-year-olds at six 
furlongs over the regnlar course. A big field 
started in this race and it was decide<l at the start. 
Penarris, running for the first time in the colors 
of his new owner, M. L. Schwartz, winning all the 
way from Joe Miller, the hottest tip of the season. 
Mr. Hitchcock’s colt, trained by W. H. Snyder, 
liud w’orked a plienomenal trial, said to have been 
six furlongs in 1:11, and was the medium of tre- 
mendous wagering throughout the betting. Joe 
Miller met with much ili-luck. 

t'otlonlowii, the celebrated westerner, rehabili- 
tated himself in the mile condition race, not so 
much by the liorses he beat as the manner in which 
lie won and the difficulties he had to overcome to 
do it. 

The winner In the opening race for two-year-olds 
at five and a half furlongs turned up in Tommy 
Crittin’s Eudora, with the two public choices. Beg- 
gar Maid and Anna May, ridden respectively by 
Miller and Radtke, running nnpl.aced. 

Jack .McGinnis won a fortune on Ostrich’s lucky 
victory over the badl.v handled Peter Sterling in 
llie mile and three-sixteenths handicap. E. R. 
Tliouias refused to accept tlie short tslds laid t-y the 
ring against his Rapallo gelding Quadrille in the 
six furlong selling race over the Futurity Course. 
Quadrille won, all right, but tried to bolt the 
course while doing it.

HAMBURG BELLE’S RACING CAREER. 

In a few days Hamburg Bello will be taken from 
A, J. Joyner’s stable at Sheepshead Bay and shipped 
to Elmendorf Stud to join J. B. Haggin’s large band 
of choicely bred mares. This will mark the pa.ssiug 
into the stud of one of the speediest mares in 
American racing. Hamburg Belle was lacking in 
staying qualities, however, and It is naturally to oe 
presumed that Mr. Haggin will choose for her as a 
mate a stallion iiossesslng undisputed bottom aud it 
Is highly probable that that stallion will be Water- 
cress. 

Hamburg Belle was bred by the late Marcus Dalv 
at his Bitter Root Ranch in Montana, but she was 
foaled the property of James B. Haggiu at Ills Elm 
endorf Stud in Kentucky. Isiac, the dam of Ham- 
burg Belle was bred by .Mr. Daly at his Apertield 
Stud in England. Isiac was foaled in 1891 and w.is 
brought to this comitry the following year, though 
her dam, Isis, was not brought over until three years 
later. Isiac was never raced. Her first produce was 
the good racehorse Ishtar, which was dropiied In 
1899 to the cover of Sam Lucas. Tlie next year 
came Iskauder by Inverness and that spring (Ummi,, 
Isiac was bred to Hamburg, which bail lieeu pur- 
cliased by Mr. Daly a few months previously from 
John E. Madden for a sum approximating $.50,000. 
Mr. Daly died in the fall of 1900 and under the di- 
rection of the Faslg-TIpton Company his breeding 
establishments In this country and in England were 
dispersed the following year. The stallions and 
broodmares from the Montana ranch wore sold in 
Madison Square Garden, New York, <ui the last two 
days aud evenings In January UKH. Isiac, heavy in 
foal to Hamburg, was among the first dozen mares 
offered on the second day of the sale aud she was 
knocked down to James B. Haggin for $8,000. She 
was sent down to Elmendorf Stud and there a couple 
of months later Hamburg Belle was foaled. She 
was sent to the sales as a yearling and in the 
Sheepshead Bay paddocks on June 24. 1902, Sydney 
Paget got her on a bid of $3, ,500. Even then, it Is 
generally' understood, there was some agreement by 
which Mr. Haggiu was to have her for stud pur- 
poses at the end of her racing days and It is quite 
proliablc that he retained an interest in her running 
qualities, for It is commonly understoixl that in re- 
cent years lie has hail certain agreemeuls as to 
nearly all of the horses from his establishments 
laced by .Mr. Paget. 

After her sale as a yearling, Hauilmrg Belle was 
turned over to A. J. Jo.vner. She wa.s broken and 
tiled out under his direction and in the sjirlng of 
llMi:! he began the work of her development which 
was thorough. She came to hand early and luuib* 
her first start in the Rose Stakes at .Aqueduct over 
a heavy track .Vprll 16, finishing unplaced. Jler 
next appearance was in an alhiwance race over a 
fast track at Aqueduct April 21. when she was 
beaten a head by The Lady Roliesia, four and one 
half furlongs in .54). But nobody’s hors<? took her 
measure again that y«ar. Over a fast track at 
Gravesejid June 1, she won at five furlongs in 1:00^. 
<*arrying K4 pounds. Her next was the Criterion 
stakes, five furlongs in l;(X)s. with 114 pounds up. 
at Gravesend June 5. 'Ihen she took tlie Rosebuds, 
last five furlongs of the Futurity Course at Slieeps- 
head Bay Juue 22. running in ,59i. witli 12(> pounds 
up. Then she was put by for exaetly two months, 
making her next appearame at Saratoga .\ugust 22. 
in a purse race at five and one-half Kirlongs. dime 
in 1:07 with 111 pouinls up. ’l%is was followed 'oy 
her triumph in the Futurlt.v at Sheepshead Bay on 
August 29. when she defeated LeotOdas by a head, 
she carrying 114 pounds to his 12:{ Tpouuds. d’he 
track was heavy that day and the time for the nice 
was 1:1.3. Tills wound up Hamburg Hello’s <nr«HT 
as a two-year-old — five viidories out of seven starts 
and winnings of $47,125 to her credit. 

Trainer Joyner was in no liiirry wIMi her as a 
Ihrt^e-year-old. He did not send her out under the 
colors* iu 19<»4 until Jul.v 4. at Sheepslieail Bnj’. It 
wa.s in a purse ra<-e at six furlongs on the main 
track. Leonidas, carrying 112 pounds, won by a 
head from Lord of the Vale, with Hiimburg Belle, 
carrying 117 pounds, four lengths b.*nk in 1:124. 
Her next start was in the Brighton Oaks July 'hi, 
which she won easily, running tlie lolle and one- 
sixteenth in 1:474 with K*« pounds in the saddle. 
Pho appeared next in a mile handic.aii at Saratoga 
August 2. and was unplaced, 'riiis was followed by 
thre« victories — the Fall Handicap at Sheepshead 
Bay August 27. six furlongs on the raain track in 
1:124. with 120 pounds up; the Fllgllt Stakes for 
all ages, seven furlongs on the Futurity Course at 
Sheepshead Ba.v. September 8, In 1:25, with 1L5 
pounds; and the Hunter Handicap ov«>r the Withers 
Mile at .Morria Park. OctobiH* 8. In l:41i, carrying 
125 pounds. Srllie was tieat»?u lu her next thret* starts 
Oiid trainer Joyner put her aside for the year. 
Doll.v Spanker and Ortlioilox outran her for the 
Bmithaiupton Handicap at Jumaica, Octol>er 19. Slie 
CfUTied 121 pounds aud was giving the iformer seven |
